Duty and Destiny. 

It is interesting and it ought not to 
be uDprofitablo to watch tho current of 
events and read the history of nations 
— to study thoso larger questions and 
onterpriccs which agituto nation* and 
' concern the world ; but it would neither 
bo wi><o nor bomticiul to permit our 
minds to bo pre-occupied with that class 
of subjects to tho negtoct qf those of a 
more home and practical character. 
That the coursoof ompiro is westward 
has, indeotl, become a Iroism. Even 
now tho Hud Man hIowIj and sadly 
climbs tho Western mountains and 
rends his doom in the de artirjg sun, 
Here, on the Pacific, must bo iho seat of 
empire. Hero must ri-<c up a giant 
Anglo-Saxon power that will give civil- 
ization aud laws to the world. Wo are 
hero as the honored pioneers, and to 
us, consequently, attach grave responsi- 
bilities To us uulo'^d the honor ol 
laying the foundations, so to ppeak. oi' 
British Dominion in tho Great West, 
The honor is great; hut. tho respfnsi- 
bility is still grcii 91: There is a keen 
aud mont ablo eoin))etitor for supremacy 
ou this continent, and it must bo clear 
that if the Imperial and D iimuioo (iov- 
crumonts do not pusu empire wostward 
with mure tliuii their wonted alacrity 
thoro is danger that eiupiro will slip from 
their grasp. While the Lion sleeps 
tho Eui/lo may carry away tho Doble 
prize. There must, iherelbro, bo prompt 
and earnest working. It is not lues aud 
talk that is needed now. Purpose mu^t 
not be allowed to exhtvlo itt-olf in 
mero pretentions, nor strength to exhaust 
itsell by (lux of words. \\ r u must not 
think to sut a plant to grow with its 
heels in tho air and then look for roots, 
flowers and fruit, all b} r tho sumo pro- 
cess ot excitation. Nature docs her 
grandest works of construction in silence; 
and although what Oiriyle calls tho 1 Si- 
lences are the least honored of all tlie minor 
gods of tho present day, it i* by a quiet 
aud manly discharge of present duty, 
by pluck and plod that vse shall best 
perform our pait. 

' Trust do future, bowe'er ploasaat, 
Lot tho dead . ist bury its dead. 
Act ! act in ttio living present, 
Heart within aud God o'erhead !' 

Regarding the tuturo from our present 
etai dpoinl in this colony, there is doubt- 
less much to discourse and to try. 
Tho colony has been brought very low. 
The people must bo willing to share the 
blame with the Government. Nay, it 
u the fault of the people that tho Gov- 
ernment has been what it hat. United 
aud determined action would have 
moulded it to tho popular will long 
ago. But divisions, petty differences 
an-d jealousies have done their work, and 
have left au imbecile Government eom- 
pleto aud undisturbed master of the 
siiuatiou. There is a tide iu human 
affnirs that cabin men into tight places, 
and sometimes leaves them thero like 
Btranded lobsters. If they choose to 
lie where the breakers have flung thom, 
expecting soma grand billow to tithe 
them on its shoulders and carry thorn 
to smooth water, tho chances are 1h.1t 
their hopes will never be realized, As 
celouisis we have been welluigb Btrand- 
ed. A Government chiefly remarkable 
for iocklossness and selfish prodigality 
has pursuod a course of daft do-no- 
thiogism, until we arc left high and dry. 
Lot us not act the part ot tba lobster; 
but, instead ol bemoaning the past, lot 
na, drawing from it what lossons aud 
Warnings wo may, strike out with bold- 
Besa aud self-reliant energy. Let us 
ever bear in mind that

As tho reptosentatives oi Groat Britain 
on tho PaOttiQ, as tho pioneers, the 
liyers of tho Uandation ut the Greater 
Britain of tho Vesi, wo m u-sL not bo 
content with folding our arms ami 
Binging ' Rule Br'itaania.' It greatly 
behjovos us to be uj and dom^, or wo 
may yet bo led by th, ine,sorable logio 
of events to sing ' Th» Star Kpungicii 
Banner.' IJritisli V< lu.ia.bia n«eda tho 
best iflVrts of the colonis s [ust now. It 
Cannot be denied that the lto»ven ot u - 
Certuinty and apprehension i&dolng its 
work. Continued speculation it u i doubt 
aa to tho probable immediate future is 
not a condition calculated to luuhcr 
couieutmeut 01 progress. .Men ace dj,- 
tracted by Hie discussion of tbcoriVg 
from tho practical duty of the day. 'Hie 
people must arise in their uuytu and 
Xuko the position which betila U'uin as 
Unions. They must become the arbl« 
tors ol their own destiny. Tho poovlo 
of this colony will never feel tbemserVes 
truo men until they shake oil tho no* 
litical. fetters by which they have be- 
come dwarfed and ditpti ited — until 
they become freemen, reinstated in those 
rights purchased by the uo.-a blood ol 
their aucesloiB, and of wbiOO thyy have 
been so cruelly and audaciously deprived 
in this colony,

Tlie 
Bishop ol Mauritius — Dr Haichard — is dead, 
Tbe Kev N VVoodard has been appointed a 
cauon of Manchester. Joho Bright is impro- 
ving in health, but is still enjoined to abstain 
from all business or excitement. The elec- 
tion ul Newark wan proceeding. Lord Court- 
euay has retired from tho representation ol 
EistDevtn and will probably be succeed- 
ed by Mr Keonaway, to whom no opposi. 
lion is expected. Captain. White, MP, lor 
Tippe ary, has met with a severe accident in 
tho hunting held. A new novel by Mr D s- 
raeli, entitled ' Lolbuir,' will ho published 
next month. Col Elpbinstone, the prosecu- 
tor of the suit in tho Arches Court against 
the Htv J Purcbas, of Brighton, having died, 
the proceedings have lapsed.

Eastern States. 

Chicago, April 29— The Times' Washing- 
ton Hpeeial says that the Biatements sent 
benoe relative to thu Indian troubles in tbe 
Norlhv Weft nre exaggerated.

Chairman, OrviOBRl and Hiiotukrs, 
Laoies and Gentlemen. — Wo aro assembled 
nero to-day lo celebrate the tilst anniversary 
of lho Institution ol the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows ou this continent, and tho duty 
which devolves upon mo is at once agreeable 
and painful. Agreeable, becauso I esteem it no 
small honor to have beau unanimously chosen 
as Orator of the day by both of tho Lodges 
under whose auspices wo aro now convened, 
while yet with my toot upon tue lowest 
round ot that mystical ladder leading tu such 
sublime heights in our Order. Painful, because 
of my conscious inability to do anything like 
justioe to the great aud glorious llieuio ot tbo 
day. 

la the performance of the duty which the 
partiality ot iheLirotliers has assigaed me ui the 
exercises of th« day 1 ahull not attempt any- 
tbing like an "oration" ; but rather endeavour, 
by a low eimplo, homely remarks, to present 
our Institution beforeyou in such a light as may 
tsud to dispel some ol tho popular prejudices 
which it has had lo eucouuler in all ages and 
communities, by telling you la plain words 
its principles and its objects ; and in tbo first 
place let us take a iiastv glance at the origin 
and history ot Odd Fellowship. 

Somo have gone very far back to look for its 
origin, on. 1 authority claiming for it auliquily 
eoequal with mat ol our race, and boldly as- 
isrilng that Adam was tho first Odd Fellow, 
And startling us this assertion may seem il 
will bo admitted that there is some 
show of truth about il ; for if Adam was 
not an Odd Fellow iu the mystical sense, it 
will reaidly bo conceded that he was an Odd 
fellow indeed, in tha more lamiliar accepta- 
tion of tha word ; and especially was he so 
prior to being presented with a wife. Others, 
agaiu,;haTe searched dilligenlly through ante - 
diluvian history for somo basis upon which to 
establish lho autiquity of thcGrder; but it must 
oe confessed that these researches have not 
been attended with any very satisfactory re- 
sults. 

But why Beck amid tho crumbling columns 
of ancient temples ? Why grope by the sick ly 
and phosphorescent light that glows from tha 
ashes of tho dead in Egyptian sepulchres for 
evidence of its,, emote origin? May wo not 
ratner claim fur our noble institution that 
being free irom tho musty crudities andtuper, 
slitions of early and darker times, it ii pecu- 
liarly adapted to the spirit and genius of 
more anlightened and progressive ago ? Let 
it be our boast that il bears the impress of a 
higher civilization, rather than tho marks of 
great antiquity. Beyond the end of the last 
century Ibure is little warrant to go for any 
definite and reliablo history of our Order 
Ucjuud thai all is uOscurlty. In 1788 we line 
.Montgomery invoking his poetic muse ia i 
verse commencing, 

" Wben FrieudsUip, I.ov-o and Truth abound 
Among a Dintl of bratbera," 

for a soeiaty in London bearing our motto 
nnd known as a Lodge ot the "Ancient and 
Honourable Ordor ot Odd Fellows." Early in

into America. Oa tho 23rd of December 180G 
.Shakespearo Lodgo was instituted in New 
York. Others soon followed. But the regular 
organization of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows, as existing at the present tune, was 
lirst established in the city of Baltimore oa the 
'ibth April lbly, by Thomas Wildey, John 
Duncan, John Welsh, John Oheuthum and 
Richard Rushwprth, Filiy-ono years ago to. 
day was the siuall soedling planted iu Ameri 
can soil by the hands of ihess Uvo compara- 
tively obscure but noble Brothers. From that 
smalt and apparently inauspicious beginning 
has tho Institution sprung in America. The 
small seed plauted 51 years ago in lho city ol 
Baltimore has produced a gigantic treo whose 
roots aro now laved by tho two great oceans 
and under tho grateful shadow of those wide 
spreading branches millions ol »ur raco bave 
found friendly shelter. It has boruo three 
manner of fruit, — Friendship, Lovo and Truth, 
which fruit has been for tha healing of 
the nations. That treo must continue to spread 
its roots and expand its branches until they 
afford shelter and succour to every kindred 
aud peoplo and natioa on the face of the 
earth. 

Let uo turn for a moment to tho objects aud 
toachings of our Order ) for it matters little 
whether it can claim an origin dating beyond 
tho Flood ; Tho great point for us to consider 
is, "Aro its objects and teachings goad?" Tho 
liiuor work of our Order is preemminenlly 
symbolical. By symbols you must work your 
way into lho Lodgo. By symbols you ascend 
that mystical ladder wnich conducts the indus- 
trious and faithlul tu tlm highest degree in lh« 
Order. Thesa symbols are of the most iuipres- 
klnd, I am not going to draw usido the 
veil and tell you what Ihey are ; but I may 
be permitted to tell you somo of the lessons 
thoy are so admirably calculated to teach. 
Friendship, Love and Truth — Liberty, Kqualily 
and Fraternity— Faith, Hope and Charity- 
Prudence, Temperance aud Justice. The 
Initiate is taught by the most impressive sym- 
bols that he is mortal, sinful, weak. Ho is 
taught that humility is better than riches; that 
to relievo distress, to visit and minister to the 
sick and dying, to wipe the tear from the 
widow's cheek and tho orphan's eyo ii n more 
honourable and meritorious act than to acquire 
wealth and influence and worldly renown, In 
a word, ho is taught the blessedness of doing 
good, and tho vanity of all worldly giory. fie 
is taught what true greatness is— that 
'M ho dry inn up a uin«io tear hatl) maro 
Of bouost laiua ibau (ae<|Jln(J iua» of yore." 
L'ach Brother is taught to regard virtue as 
tbe bighost aim of life. Frorn tho Lodge 
roams are banished all tho distinctions and 
classifications of tho world, aud ho who cornea 
to our temples must bo prepared to sacrifice 
upon lho Altar ol Friendship, Lovo and Truth 
every sollish, intolerant and evil passion. There 
is something peculiarly simple and childlike 
abnut tho work and teachings of our Order. 
Vou will have roraarked this foaluro even in 
the liinplo little Ode with which thesa exor- 
cises were opened. It is thus, with tho sim- 
plicity of litllo children, that all musl come 
to tho inner work of eur Order, Now, there is 
something here which should claim your mosl 
Borious attention. IIoiv prone is man to bocoino 
inflated with pride, and to forgot, in a scramble 
for honour, wealth and power, his duly to his 
God, bis fellow creature and lo himself ? 
How often is he found attempting to scramble 
up tho hill of earthly lame, utterly regardless 
of tho rights of other, trampling them, it may 
be, under his impatient feet 7 Now, bow utterly 
loolish aud wicked is all this, Look at Solo- 



mon. No man ever attained to such a degree 
of earlhly power and glory. Having the good 
sense to chooso wisdom in prolerouce to riches 
bo possessed bolh in a pre-eminent degree. So 
great was bis fame that he became the wonder 
of tbo world, aud Kings and Queens came 
from ufar to look upon his glory and splendour 
aud to listen lo his words of great wisdom. No 
one in ibis audience, probably no ono ia tho 
world, will linvo an opportunity of so thor- 
oughly testing tho value of mere wordly good 
— and yet what was tho rosult, "Vanity of 
vanities — all is vanity," was tbo smphalic ver- 
dict of Salomon. Again, look at Alexander 
Ihe Great. A lower type of man, he sought 
fame aud greatness in a samowhat different 
path thnn that chOHen by Solomon, and, as 
miKht well be anticipated, the rosult was even 
less satislactory. So succesalul was he that ho 
is said to have conquered tbe world. But 
look at the sequel. This so-called groat man 
never conquered himself. Ho never learned 
those lessons of humility and rtal greatness 
which aro inculcated by our system, and tbe 
result was that, altor having conquered 
tbe world ho is said to have w«pt because 
there were- no more worlds to conquer. Poor 
wretch I 

Now, let us leain a lesson from the»e two 
characters. There is^not one in this large 
and highly intelligent audience who can hope 
ever to attain to that degrse of worldly great- 
ness to which either Solomon or Alexander at- 
tained. But there is not one who hears ma to- 
day who cannot, by simple acts of self-denying 
kindness and bonevolonco, all ai n a higher de- 
gree of true greatness uud enduring happiness 
thnn can be dsrivtid from commanding 
victorious armies or w ; .elding a sceptre. To 
give a cup of cold water to a suffering fellow 
creaturo, lo wipe the tear Irom the sufferer's 
eye, lo apply coadiug waler to the parched 
lips of the dying is, in the sight of God, a 
greater and mora meritorious work than lo 
rulo nations and command armies. It will 
bring butler reward in the consciousness of 
duly performed. It will afford greater consol. 
ation when you como to bo stretched on a 
death-bed. It will insure for you a richer To- 
ward in Heaven. 

Permit me briefly to ollude to two of the 
principal objections commonly raised against 
Odd Fellowship. "It is a Secret Society, aud 
Secret Societies ore bad." This may bo mere 
prejudice. Ours is, in one sense, a secret or- 
ganization. It has its passwords and its grips 
and signs known only to the initiated. But 
these, besides being perfectly harmless, are 
necessary io efficiency and to guard against im- 
position. The other objection to which I would 
allude is that t somn Odd Fellows are had 
men. Now, our system makes no pretensions 
to changing the hearts of all who Irequent its 
temples. It Inculcates, in tho rxost impress- 
ive lorm, lessons ol the highest virtue ; but 
it is powerless utterly to shut out vice. But 
it would scarcely bo fair to eoncludo that 
because some of its members aro bad Odd Fel- 
lowship is, therefore , bad. No institution, no 
system or organization eilber moral or relig- 
ious, could stand much a test. Christ selected 
twelve disciples ; and yet even amongst that 
small company ol chosen followers tbere was 
ono devil. How unjust it would have been to 
have judged of tho eleven by Judas. So is it 
every where, and iu every ago ; and it is most 
unfair to render a sweeping verdict of con- 
demnation against our Order because all its 
members do not livo up to its principles and 
teacblogs. Thero are Odd Fellows who are bad 
man ; but a good Odd Fellow cannot bo a bad 
man. It is extremely difficult for an OddFellow 
be a bad man. The whole work and teaching of 
tho system are eminently calculated lo improve 
our nature ; and ho who can attend our meet- 
ings and engage in our work from week to week 
and not bo tUu hotter for it must be a very 
devil indeed. 

I wish to allude here to a popular error, ilany 
think that tho benevolence ot Odd Fellows Is 
circumscribed by tho boundaries of tbo 
Brotherhood, This is a mistake. The first 
duty of an Odd Fellow is to those of his Or- 
der, — to Brothers and their wives and children . 
But charity, although It begins at homo, dooj 
not stop tbere. Odd Fellowship does not loosen 
or lessen the more general claims of humanity. 

All other tb.u^ L ina e g aaI) ftn 
Odd Fellow will not bo lound less given t0 
work- of Charity oulsido of his Order than 
other men. On tho contrary, bo will be tnoro 
uhoritablo than the average of other men. 

Let us now lurn for a moment to the con- 
templation of results.

In the State of California, the 
Order had, a year ago, 171 Lodges, with a 
membership ol 12,639, tbe membership having 
doubled in three years I In the entire Ameri- 
can affiliation the membership wus, a yo ir 
ago, OU0,253, ; iu Ausirulia 12,000 ; in British 
Columbia 200, making a lota! ol 702,411!) un- 
der tbo ono organization, nnd this, be it re- 
marked, does uot include a numerous sec- 
tion ol ihe Order in tho Dominion ol Cana- 
da and a still more numerous kindred 
orguniznion in Great Britain Allowing 
for tbe probable iocreune of list yaar it will 
be safe to put tbo membership of our Order 
in America nod Australia at threr-quarters 
of a million. Daring the fitly years of its 
existence its revenue haB amounted to thirly 
iwo mi lions, ihiiteen millions of whioh has 
been expended ia relief uud about twelve 
millions of which remains on hand, During 
tha year endiog 20 h April, 18(i!), 28,254 
hiolhers wore relieved, 4,199 widows und 
bundles were provided for, wnile tfl3l,U9 74 
was expended in giving decent burial to hs 
dead. Aud il is well lo reinerabei that 
(heae figores uff >rd but a very inadequate 
idea ol the amount of work done. The 
midnight watching* at ihe bed ol aicknusa 
Or of deal b; the friendly oliices lo the be- 
tojvod families tbe Watching over lho orph- 
ans and the innumerable acta of charily u:id 
kindly solicitude and advice which go to 
make up lho full work ol our Order would 
iu iliomsolves far outweigh what is repre- 
sented oy the^e li,'U-es. Well m iy wo ex-* 
jluim, What balb Uod wrought?' for if 
IS impossible not to see ihe tmid ol an ap» 
proving Providence iu ail th»s, Tho history 
ol no human iusiimtloii baa been marked by 
such progress— can point lo buoIi rosults I 
rd Odd Fellowship as an institution which 
has bean Bignally owued ai.d blessed by 
Uod, ond it may nol be too much lo claim 
that it is destined io aci an important part 
in bringing ihis oartb of oura buck to ibal 
condition of Friends!) p, Love and fruth. in 
which itejfiatud prior to tbo lull of man.
